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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1, 4-5 and 7-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Imschweiller et al. (US 6,428,361). 

Imschweiller et al. disclose a modular jack comprising: 

a housing (20) having an internal space; 

a first terminal block (30) with first terminals (22); 

a second terminal block (84) having second terminals (26) to be connected with a 
motherboard (not shown); 

an internal board (82) mounted with toroid winding electronic parts (90) and including 
through-hole-like (86, 88); 

a light emitting diode (110); and 

a cover (68). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Imschweiller et al. (US 6,428,361) in view of Boutros et al. (US 6,227,91 1). 

Imschweiller et al. substantially disclosed the claimed invention except for the connector 
having a resistor and a metal cover. 

Boutros et al. teach a resistor (526), a metal cover (100), a transformer core, a choke core 
(see claim 1). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide a resistor, a transformer core, a choke core and a metal cover into 
Imschweiller et al's connector, as taught by Boutros et al. for filtering electronic noise and 
minimizing electromagnetic interference.
